Program Changes 
& Revisions 


When Grant Year 11 funding begins on September 30, 2002, there will be some exciting new 
changes and revisions to the BCCCP program. If you have any questions after reading the summary 
of the changes and revisions listed below, please call the BCCCP office at 
573-522-2845 and our staff will be glad to help you. 


Revisions to Existing Policies 


R A woman, 18-49 years of age, who has “never had a Pap test” or has “rarely or never had 
a cervical screening” can be directly enrolled into and screened utilizing BCCCP funds.* 
She should not be enrolled into Title V or Title X Family Planning. This policy change is 
meant to directly enroll a woman into BCCCP who is at high risk for cervical cancer and to 
meet the CDC Program Indicstors.* Rarely or never screened is defined as a woman having not 
hadaPaptest inthepast five years andthis is hennitial BCCCP screening. 

R Following an abnormal CBE screening reported as “suspicious for cancer,” BCCCP will no 
longer reimburse for a “Repeat CBE” as one of the two diagnostic tests required to close a 
client’s case when the other diagnostic test was a mammogram, reported as “negative or 
benign.” 

R The 2001 Bethesda System has made significant changes to the cervical diagnosis 
terminology. The 2002-2003 Provider Manual the reporting forms will use the 2001 Bethesda 
System, so please review them closely when you receive them. (For additional information 
about the 20021 Bethesday system, see page 6 of the newsletter.) 

R The BCCCP Advisory Board determined that BCCCP will not reimburse for a Pap test if it is 
done in conjunction with a colposcopy. 


Exciting New Changes 


R Providers may be reimbursed $20.00 per client, per grant year, for a Referral Administrative 
Fee when the provider receives referrals from outside of BCCCP. Providers must fill out a 
BCCCP Screening and/or Diagnostic reporting form and submit it to BCCCP as “reporting 
only.” This fee will also offset costs to providers when making appointments for 
diagnostic tests. 

R BCCCP will reimburse for HPV testing, at the regular Pap test rate, following a Pap smear 
result of “ASC-US” or worse. Either a ThinPrep® Pap test or Digene® HPV collection kit 
must be used. 

R Quarterly, providers will receive a Provider Progress Report (PPR). Information provided 


by the PPR will compare the state average and your facility to the CDC Minimum Data 
requirements and Outcome Measures, which Missouri is required to the meet to maintain 
adequate funding from CDC. 

R BCCCP obtained funding to develop a web-based software application that will allow 
providers to electronically submit client data, reporting forms, and invoices. The goal is to 
develop a user-friendly program, reducing submission and review time and resulting in 
rapid payments to our providers. The estimated completion date of this program is 2004. 

R A pilot project is being tested by twenty, statewide providers to conduct one-on-one 
outreach and recruitment activites of women 50-64 years of age who are eligible for BCCCP. 
Each outreach and recruitment activity chosen by the provider will be evaluated for its 
leveal of success in recruiting BCCCP-eligible women. The information learned from this 
project will be made available to all providers to assist them in successful recruiting efforts 
to enroll more BCCCP eligible women.

Secondly, 
it helps make sure that 
every woman in Missouri is 
getting the proper 
treatment,” Barry says.
